Under the plan, the 
charity would continue to 
use its base in Netherton 
and the Merry Hill Activity 
Centre.

Mr Perks, who has previously said that 
chopping people’s hands off for theft could 
work as a means of preventing crime, said 
he did not mean to cause any offence. 

UKIP has distanced itself from the 
picture but said it was up to Mr Perks what 
he put on his own Twitter page. 

The page can be seen by anyone with 
access to the internet. It was posted as part 
of a joke between Mr Perks and a friend, 
whom Mr Perks had suggested was being 
controlled by his fiancee. 


ANGRY magistrates are prepared to resign 
over a controversial Government plan to 
halt criminal cases at Dudley Magistrates 
Court, says a Dudley MP 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin says a mag¬ 
istrate, who asked for their name to be with¬ 
held, told him: “Everyone on the Black 
Country Bench is unhappy with the propos¬ 
als. Almost certainly I shall be resigning 
from the bench.” 

The comments were made to the MP in 
writing following his launch of a petition 
calling for criminal cases to stay at Dudley, 
which has attracted 1,200 signatures. 

Colin Knipe, former chairman of Dudley 
Magistrates said: “Lots of Dudley magis¬ 
trates are seriously considering resigning. 

“They are incensed because the only mag¬ 
istrates in the Black Country who have not 
been consulted about where they wish to sit 
next year are the 100 plus Dudley magis¬ 
trates.” 

Mr Austin has called for a debate on the 
issue in the House of Commons and has 
called on officials to meet with him. 

“These comments from local people 
deeply involved in Dudley’s criminal court 
show just how much damage the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans will do to local justice in our 
area,” he said. “I’m particularly concerned 
by the number of magistrates who have 
been in touch to tell me they are seriously 
considering handing in their resignation.

Condemned 

The picture has been condemned by the 
Labour party while UKIP has been in touch 
with Mr Perks to ask what was going on. 

Mr Perks, who hopes to unseat Tory MP 
James Morris in 2015 and wants to get onto 
Dudley Council in the Upper Gornal and 
Woodsetton ward, said: “I’ve not been rep¬ 
rimanded. It was done as a joke. I was 
taking the Mickey out of a friend for being 
under the thumb. 

“It’s my own private account although I 
do say that I’m the candidate on my profile. 
Perhaps I should have sent it as a direct 
message instead, meaning that no-one else 
could see it. 

“If I’ve caused offence to anyone I apolo¬ 
gise. But it had been up there almost a 
month before anyone said anything.” 

Gawain Towler, spokesman for UKIFJ 
said the party would not be taking action 
against Mr Perks. He said: “This is just two 
blokes taking the Mickey out of each other. 
We’re not getting upset about this. It’s not 
something I would have put on Twitter but 
we don’t expect people to all be part of the 
same ‘group think’ dictated by party man¬ 
agement.” 

But Warley Labour MP John Spellar said 
UKIP leader Nigel Farage should take 
action against Mr Perks. 

MP Mr Morris said: “Although he clearly 
meant it as a joke between friends, it was a 
real error of judgment.”

Schools' 
U-turn on 
asthma to 
save lives 

EMERGENCY asthma 
inhalers will be allowed in 
schools across the country 
under plans to reverse con¬ 
troversial rules which pre¬ 
vented their use. 

Stourbridge MP Margot 
James looks set to claim 
victory and force the U-turn 
following talks with Health 
Minister Earl Lowe. 

She had argued that regu¬ 
lations preventing schools 
from stocking an emergency 
inhaler were potentially 
putting thousands of chil¬ 
dren’s lives at risk. 

Concerned 

Mr Howe has confirmed 
the Commission of Human 
Medicines has recom¬ 
mended rules are changed, 
allowing schools to keep an 
inhaler for emergency use. 

The guidelines were intro¬ 
duced by the Medicines and 
Healthcare Products Regu¬ 
latory Agency. 

Miss James said the rec¬ 
ommendation for the rules 
to be changed was due to be 
signed off by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health this week. A 
six-week public consultation 
will follow with the changes, 
if they get the final go- 
ahead, expected to be 
brought in next spring. 

Schools in Dudley 
borough previously kept a 
generic inhaler for use in an 
emergency, but following the 
policy change were no longer 
able to do so. 

Miss James called a 
meeting with Dudley 
Council, Dudley Clinical 
Commissioning Group, 
Asthma UK and concerned 
parents. The group agreed it 
would be in the public inter¬ 
est to be emergency asthma 
care provisions in schools. 

Miss James said: “I am 
delighted health ministers 
have acted quickly. Parents 
were very concerned when 
schools were suddenly 
instructed not to permit the 
use of a general asthma 
inhaler. This ruling was in 
accordance with the letter of 
the law but in reality chil¬ 
dren with asthma were safer 
when schools were able to 
use these general inhalers 

“This will help to safe¬ 
guard children with asthma 
and prevent any unneces¬ 
sary hospital admissions, or 
even deaths.”

Rapist jailed 
for 12 years 
after young 
girl's ordeal 



Jail - Christopher Reynolds 

A 28-YEAR-OLD man from 
Rowley Regis has been jailed 
.for 12 years for the rape of a 
young girl - putting her 
through a ‘terrible ordeal’ 
and the trauma of giving evi¬ 
dence at his trial. 

Police said the crime - 
which happened when the 
girl was aged 12 - would 
affect her for life. 

Sentenced 

Christopher Reynolds, of 
Throne Crescent, Rowley 
Regis, denied one charge of 
rape and two of sexual activ¬ 
ity with the child. But he was 
found guilty after a trial and 
was sentenced at Worcester 
Crown Court. 

Reynolds previously lived 
in the Kidderminster area, 
where the offences were 
committed. 

Detective Constable 
Claire Marsden, of West 
Mercia Police, said: 
“Reynolds put this young 
girl through a terrible 
ordeal.” 


The announcement from 
Dudley yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) brings the total savings 
revealed by Black Country 
authorities in less than a 
week to more than £140m. 

Dudley Council had 
already planned for up to 
334 job losses by 2017, as 
well as major cuts to its chil¬ 
dren’s services, museums 
and highways expenditure - 
but leader Councillor David 
Sparks warned more savings 
must be found. 

Tax 

He said officers will be 
looking ‘at everything’ in a 
bid to fill the massive short¬ 
fall, which he says has been 
caused by the slump in Gov¬ 
ernment funding. Funding 
is predicted to fall from 
£74m next year to £40m in 
three years. 

And he said council tax - 
which has remained frozen 
for the past three years - will 
be reviewed as part of the 
process, adding he could not 
rule out a rise. 

Car park charges are also 
set to rise over the next 
three years to help generate 
much-needed income. They 
could go up by 10 per cent, 
following on from a 20 per 
cent rise in May this year. 

Councillor Sparks said: 
“Services will need to be cut 
back further and clearly 
there will need to be a reduc¬ 
tion in the workforce. 

“We will do everything we 
can to avoid compulsory 
redundancies, but we cannot 
guarantee everyone’s jobs 
when we have such a 
funding gap proposed by this 
Government. The whole 
system of funding local gov¬ 
ernment will need to be 
reviewed. It is in crisis.”

Man died 
from shock 
of severe 
blood loss 

A FITNESS instructor who 
cut his own wrist died from 
shock caused by severe blood 
loss. William Charles 
Dufficy was found at his 
home in Broomfield Street 
North, Halesowen, on April 
3 after police forced entry. 

Dudley Coroner’s Court 
heard Mr Dufficy, 33, had 
called the ambulance service 
saying he was cutting 
himself. He was found dead 
in his bedroom by officers. 

Coroner Mr Robin 
Balmain was told Mr Dufficy 
had suffered from depres¬ 
sion and anxiety. He had pre 
iously self-harmed but had 
always sought treatment. 

Mr Balmain gave a narra¬ 
tive conclusion saying there 
was no clear indication Mr 
Dufficy, who had drink and 
medication in his system, 
had intended to kill himself. 
“He may not have been 
thinking straight,” he said. 

PCSO arrest

A PCSO and three other 
people have been arrested by 
an anti-corruption unit as 
part of an investigation into 
leaked information. 

The 42-year-old police 
community support officer 
was arrested in Sandwell on 
suspicion of misconduct in a 
public office by the West 
Midlands Police Counter 
Corruption Unit.

All 
four have been bailed while 
the PCSO is suspended.

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Suspended 
prison torn 
for cheat in 
£32k fraud 

A WOMAN who falsely 
claimed £32,700 in benefits 
over a five-year period has 
been spared immediate jail. 

Nusrat Bibi, of Mace 
Street, Cradley Heath, 
appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court after a jury 
found her guilty of four 
counts of benefit fraud. 

The 55-year-old falsely 
claimed £32,700 in income 
support, employment 
support and job seekers’ 
allowance without declaring 
a share in a property which 
she held. 

Mr Andrew Wallace, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “It seems the 
defendant moved across 
from her house and into a 
house belonging to one of 
her children. She then made 
claims for benefits to which 
she was not entitled. Over a 
five-year period Mrs Bibi 
claimed £32,700.” 

Mr Anthony Potter, 
defending Bibi, described his 
client as ‘a lady of previous 
good character’. 

She was sentenced to 10 
months imprisonment for 
each offence, to run concur¬ 
rently, suspended for two 
years. Sentencing her, Judge 
John Warner said: “You have 
been convicted by the jury of 
obtaining benefits to which 
you were not entitled. You 
claimed income support, 
employment support and job 
seekers’ allowance over a 
period of five years, totalling 
more than £32,000. I’m 
quite satisfied that this was 
deliberate fraud from the 
outsets.” 

Bibi was found guilty by 
jury on September 13 at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court of two counts of 
making false statements 
with a view to obtain bene¬ 
fits and two counts of dis¬ 
honestly failing to notify a 
change in circumstances. 

Five youths in 
ban from KFC 

FIVE youths have been 
banned from in and around a 
restaurant by police after it 
became a magnet for young 
people causing a nuisance. 

Police say the car park at 
KFC in Halesowen Road, 
Cradley Heath, was being 
used like a skate park at night 
and groups of youths had 
been intimidating customers. 

Five have been given 
banning orders and police 
have told their parents or 
guardians. Patrols will con¬ 
tinue to monitor the situa¬ 
tion. Sergeant Cheryl Reed 
said: “The KFC seems to act 
as a meeting place for the 
youths to congregate due to 
it being well lit as well as the 
car park, which is being used 
as a skate park.” 


Pub being demolished and replaced by 12 homes 



Doomed - The Prince of Wales pub 


A FORMER popular pub which once served 
celebrities is being demolished to make way for 
a housing development. 

Twelve detached homes will be built on the 
site of the Prince of Wales in Stourbridge Road, 
Hagley. The proposals, which have been sup¬ 
ported by the parish council, were given the go- 
ahead by Bromsgrove District Council. 

Planning officers had recommended the 
scheme, proposed by Footstep Homes (Hagley) 
Ltd, was approved subject to conditions. 

A report said: “This application proposes to 
demolish the public house and erect twelve 


detached houses within the site of the public 
house, its car park and gardens and the rear 
gardens of properties on the Stourbridge Road. 
The housing design is for two and two and a 
half storey but with detailing of a Victorian 
vernacular not unlike the original public house 
and using red and multi-brick.” 

The application was given delegated 
approval subject to a landscaping scheme. 

The pub was originally purchased by the 
Highways Agency in 1993, along with a row of 
nearby houses, to pave the way for the pro¬ 
posed six-lane £115 million Kidderminster, 


Blakedown and Hagley bypass, which was 
scrapped three years later. 

Landlord Peter Smith had run the pub for 
well over a decade and regularly welcomed 
showbiz pals including Larry Grayson and 
Danny La Rue. 

Coronation Street star Johnny Briggs - 
Mike Baldwin in the soap - used to pop in when 
he lived in Stourbrridge and cricketer Botham 
enjoyed a few pints there. 

It was run by the Etheridge family until its 
closure in 2007, after an unsuccessful legal 
battle to keep it open.

O’Donnell pleaded guilty 
to breaching the part of his 
anti-social behaviour order 
which prohibited him from 
using or threatening to use 
violence, as well as theft and 
a public order offence. 

He had 44 previous con¬ 
victions relating to 27 off¬ 
ences.

Decorated D-Day hero Colonel 
‘Jock 1 Bannister dies, aged 93 


A DECORATED war hero who led 
soldiers during the Normandy 
landings of World War Two has 
died suddenly. 

Colonel John Wilson Bannister, who was 
later a solicitor in Stourbridge, died sud¬ 
denly at his home in Farmcote, Claverley, 
near Wolverhampton, on October 11, aged 
93. 

Colonel Bannister, known as Jock, was 
born in Bromsgrove and educated at 
Wolverley School near Kidderminster. 

Following in his father’s footsteps, he 
started training to become a solicitor - 
joining Westwood and Morris and Co, Birm¬ 
ingham, as an articled clerk. But after only 
two years war broke out and Jock enlisted 
as a guardsman in the Grenadier Guards. 

He was selected to go to the officer’s cadet 
training unit at Sandhurst in 1941. And on 
February 22, 1941, he received an emer¬ 
gency commission into the Worcestershire 
regiment as a Second Lieutenant. 

Platoon 

He was then posted to the 11th Battalion 
Worcestershire Regiment as a platoon com¬ 
mander. On January 1, 1943, the 11th Bat¬ 
talion was reformed into the 1st Battalion 
Worcestershire Regiment, where Jock took 
over command of the mortar platoon. 

He landed with the first battalion in Nor¬ 
mandy in June 1944 and continued to 
command the mortar platoon with the rank 
of captain. Jock was involved in all the bat¬ 
talion’s operations throughout the war. 

At the end of the war he was awarded a 
Commander in Chief Certificate, signed by 
Field Marshal Montgomery, for his out¬ 
standing bravery and devotion to duty. 

In May 1945, the European war at an end, 
Jock transferred to the 1st Battalion Royal 
Ulster Rifles and served with them in Pales¬ 
tine as a company commander.

The project will create 35 new jobs for the 
area.

Colin fights to stay in the 

only home he's ever hnown 



Former maintenance worker Colin 
Davies is battling to stay in the 
home were he was born more than 
50 years ago, Lee llllatton reports 


COLIN Davies has been told by 
Dudley Council he can no 
longer stay at his life-long 
home in Stickley Lane, Gornal, 
following the death of his 
mother, Edith, earlier this year. 

Bosses from the authority say Mr 
Davies’ mother held the tenancy on the 
property and because other death this 
had now ended. 

And officials said it would ‘not be 
appropriate’ to allow a single occupier 
to live in a three-bedroom family 
house. 

The 56-year-old, who was born in the 
living room of the house, is now cam¬ 
paigning to stay backed by his family, 
neighbours and representatives from 
UKIP 

Affected 

Mr Davies, who once worked for the 
council’s parks and gardens depart¬ 
ment, said the worry of losing his home 
had affected his health. 

“I was actually born in the house and 
have lived there all my life. 

“Leaving it would mean leaving 
behind the community I have grown 
up in and all of the memories. 

“At the moment I can’t eat or sleep 
due to the worry of it. My family are 
doing all they can but when you are on 
your own it keeps coming back.” 

Mr Davies, who is suffering from 
depression, has to leave the house by 
November 4. 

He was full-time carer for his mother 
for 15 years. 

She died of a heart attack earlier this 


year at the age of 82. More than 20 
family members and supporters gath¬ 
ered on the steps of Dudley Council 
House recently for a protest urging 
the authority to change its decision. 

Among the protesters were Mr 
Davies’ brothers Brian and Terry, his 
sister Elaine Morris and niece Marie 
White and nephew Mark Davies. 

Hundreds of signatures were gath¬ 
ered from people eager to lend their 
support by signing a petition to keep 
Mr Davies in his home. 

The document was due to be 


handed to the council last week. Two 
earlier petitions, containing a total of 
around 500 signatures, have already 
been submitted to the authority. 

Mrs White said: “We know there 
are laws but all we are asking for is a 
little compassion. It is not as if my 
uncle has only lived there for a few 
years.” 

Mr Davies has even offered to pay 
the Bedroom Tax if he is allowed to 
stay in the house. 

He is being supported by represen¬ 
tatives from UKIP 


Chairman of the Dudley group Bill 
Etheridge said: “The number of 
people who have signed the petition 
shows the strength of feeling over this. 

“We are aiming to have around 
1,000 signatures by the time we hand 
the petition in.” 

Cabinet member for housing on 
Dudley Council, Councillor Steve 
Waltho said: Mr Davies has not been 
served an eviction notice but received 
notification his deceased mother’s 
tenancy has ended. 

“The council must always ensure it 
serves the interests of the whole com¬ 
munity and it would not be appropri¬ 
ate use of a council home to allow a 
single occupier to live in a three 
bedroom family house.” 

Suitable 

He said the council would work to 
find appropriate and suitable accom¬ 
modation to meet his needs. 

Mr Davies said his biggest concern 
was that he would be left with no 
choice but to move outside the village 
which has been his home for his entire 
life. 

“There has been talk about being 
offered something in Brierley Hill but 
it is an area where I do not know 
anyone,” he said. 

“This entire situation has been very 
emotional and it is having an impact 
on my health.” 

Mr Davies said he had been told by 
the authority has said the house had to 
be occupied by more than one person. 

“However, the house is deceptive as 
it is not really as big as it may appear 
from the outside. 

“I am hoping the council will change 
its mind about this and let me stay,” he 
added. 

“I have always tried to be a good 
neighbour to people and a model resi¬ 
dent.”

Shopping centre raided 
in night by sneak thief 


Firms help church

A MAN who sneaked into a shop¬ 
ping centre when it was closed 
before stealing a haul of jewellery 
and cash has avoided an immedi¬ 
ate jail term. 

Mark Edge broke into Dudley’s Merry 
Hill shopping centre twice in eight days to 
steal goods to feed a drug habit. 

He crawled under sheeting covering the 
Bag Magic stall to take £100 in notes and 
coins from the till float at around 10.20pm 
on August 8. Eight days later, the 29-year- 
old broke through the same door and lurked 
under another of the stalls until 3am. 

Security officers watched on CCTV as he 
emerged from the Watch Surgery on August 
16. Dudley Magistrates Court heard he had 
taken 289 watches, 50 rings and two charms 
and £28.44 in cash. Security staff managed 
to catch him. 

But just days later Edge turned shoplifter 
when he made off with £150 worth of cur¬ 
tains from BHS at Merry Hill on October 4. 

Edge, of Dunns Bank, Quarry Bank, 
admitted two counts of burglary and one 
charge of theft at an earlier hearing. 

He was given 12 weeks’ imprisonment 
suspended for 12 months to be served con¬ 
currently for the burglaries. 

He was also given a four-week jail term 
suspended for 12 months to be served con¬ 
secutively. His defence said he was changing 
his life.

Church property steward John Hadley, aged 68,

who has been organist at the Penncricket Lane 
church for the past 51 years said: “It was built in 
1863 by a Mr W Parkes. 

“The people in the small village decided to meet 
in the house of Mr Parkes to worship. The little 
cottage has long since been demolished and they 
purchased the land that the church now stands on. 

Grateful 

“He was so anxious to see the church built that he 
put the foundations in himself. He was a builder and 
they were allowed to stand and the church was 
built.” 

Mr Hadley added that this year’s anniversary was 
a highlight in the history of the church. 

“We are just very grateful that the church is still 
there because so many churches in the area have 
closed,” he said. 


Nowadays the church is a big part of the commu¬ 
nity, hosting local groups and classes for a range of 
activities. 

Rev Dube, who has been at the church for six 
years, said: “It is a big part of the community and 
all ages come. 

“It is traditional worship and we are one of the 
churches that has got the traditional service and 
that becomes attractive to the older generation. 

“We also have Zumba classes, dance classes and 
Brownies using the building so it is kind of a centre 
for the village.” 

Rev Dube added that the anniversary would be a 
time for the community to ‘rejoice’. 

“It is a day when we think of the past and how 
God has worked in this area through the church and 
we also look at how we can be a church today and 
look at the church for the future. It is a very exciting 
time for us and also to look forward to the future.”

JOURNEY times between London and the West Midlands 
after the controversial £42.6 billion high speed rail line is built 
are still unknown, despite MPs being asked to back it, it has 
been revealed. 

West Bromwich East MP Tom Watson has criticised the Govern¬ 
ment for not being able to confirm the details. 


He asked questions of the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport about the HS2 
project, while ministers have admitted 
that they could not suggest what the 
fastest journey times would be 
between Wolverhampton and London 
when completed. 

It comes as concerns have been 
raised that the stations may lose some 
of their fast, direct trains to London 
amid proposals from Network Rail to 
transfer most long distance services to 
Birmingham. It may mean passengers 
are forced to change trains at Birming¬ 
ham to go south from the Black 
Country or Crewe to go north from 
Stafford. 

Backing 

Transport secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin has stressed that the gov¬ 
ernment is not backing HS2 to take 
services away from the Black Country 
or Staffordshire. 

But questions still remain over how 
the West Coast Main Line will be used 
once HS2 is finally up and running 
between London and Birmingham 
from 2026 and north to Manchester 
and Leeds from 2033. 

Mr Watson said: “When the govern¬ 
ment is about to spend £42.6bn worth 
of taxpayers’ money on HS2, I think 
everyone in the Black Country has a 
right to know whether they will benefit 
from that investment. 

“I am angered that ministers at the 
Department for Transport can’t reveal 
whether journey times from Sandwell 
and Dudley and Wolverhampton will 
be faster or slower once HS2 is com-

pleted. He added: “Ministers need to 
be straight with taxpayers in the Black 
Country as to whether we will face 
cuts to direct services to London and 
slower journey times to pay for HS2.” 

Transport minister Robert Goodwill 
told Mr Watson that the exact 
timetable, stopping patterns and serv¬ 
ices which will operate from the com¬ 
pletion of HS2’s first phase to 
Birmingham had yet to be determined. 

He said: “It is not realistic to set a 
timetable this far ahead.”

Hard-hit traders pleading 
for parking fees to be axed 


TRADERS in Cradley Heath, who say their 
business has almost halved since the intro¬ 
duction of parking fees for shoppers, are 
calling for the charges to be scrapped. 

Some of the businesses which have been hit by the 
charges have said they are considering whether to shut up 


shop for good. 

Meanwhile, council offi¬ 
cers have revealed that they 
want Tesco to introduce 
parking charges at its car 
ark as many drivers are 
eading there instead. 

A total of 25 businesses in 
the area have now calling for 
Sandwell Council to provide 
one hour’s free parking in 
the town to help boost trade. 

They claim an average 
drop in business of 41 per 
cent. 

Petition 

A petition sent to council 
bosses says some traders are 
considering closing as it is 
difficult to pay their rent, 
and they claim the market is 
‘on the verge of death’. 

They also want a free hour 
to allow shoppers to drop off 
goods at charity shops and 
collect ordered items. 

In the petition, traders 
say: “Local residents com¬ 
plain about congested 
parking in side streets, espe¬ 
cially by those working in 
Cradley Heath.” 

The parking fees were 
first introduced in April and 
Councillor Maria Crompton, 
the cabinet member for 
highways at Sandwell

Council, says the petition is 
still being considered and 
she is yet to make a decision. 
However, officers have rec¬ 
ommended no action is 
taken. 

In their report, officers 
state there are ‘potentially 
significant health risks’ 
associated with not charging 
at car parks in Cradley 
Heath because it would dis¬ 
courage workers from 
taking other forms of trans¬ 
port. This, they claim, would 
lead to fewer spaces avail¬ 
able for shoppers and more 
inconsiderate parking. 

The report adds: “The 
parking charges for Cradley 
Heath are lower than the 
existing charges in neigh¬ 
bourhood authorities. “It is 
unlikely that businesses will 
be disadvantaged and lose 
customers to other neigh¬ 
bouring areas, where the 
parking charges are at a 
higher rate.” 

The officers reveal that 
negotiations are under way 
with the town’s Tesco store 
to introduce charges on its 
car park, as drivers are 
heading there instead of the 
council’s paid-for spaces.

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Court move 
is branded 
sham and 
a shambles

MAGISTRATES have branded a consultation 
over moves to cease criminal cases at Dudley 
Magistrates Court ‘a sham’, as more than 
1,200 people signed a petition again the plan.

bid to force the Government to 
rethink controversial plans to 
shake up the courts service in the 
Black Country. Under the pro¬ 
posals, the town’s magistrates 
court would be stripped of its 
criminal casework which would 
instead be dealt with in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall or Sandwell. 

Justices of the Peace and 
former probation workers joined 
Dudley North MP Ian Austin to 
share their fears over the plans 
as the petition was presented. 

But Justic Minister Shailash 
Vara has defended the Govern¬ 
ment move. 

It is claimed the move would 
hit victims and witnesses who 
would be expected to travel 
longer distances to ahead hear- . 
ings. They also voiced concerns 
over Dudley becoming one of the 
largest boroughs in the country 
without its own criminal court. 

Dudley magistrate Chris Smith, who has heard cases in 
the borough for 28 years, said he believed ‘justice will not be 
seen to be done’ if this is agreed. 

“The whole point with magistrates is that is local justice 
in the local community by local people. We would lose that 
completely,” he said. 

“Generally the magistrates are very disheartened, not 
only with regard to the possibility of the court closing but 
also the way that it has been done. The consultation itself is 
a sham and we have been made promises the court service 
cannot possibly keep if they close this magistrates’ court.”

Message 


Former chairman of the Dudley bench Colin Knipe, who 
retired this year, added: “The court service has been starv¬ 
ing Dudley of work over the last few years.” 

Mr Austin said he feared redundancies because of the 
shake-up and said it was another blow to Dudley after its 
police station was closed overnight. 

Under the proposals Dudley Magistrates’ Court would 
become a civil, family and tribunal centre. 

Mr Austin said:“People in Dudley have sent a clear 
message - they don’t want their criminal court closed down. 
The Government’s plans would make Dudley the largest 
town in the UK without a criminal court when we should be 
moving more services into the town centre, not taking them 
away.” 

Mr Austin also launched a bid for a parliamentary debate 
on proposals to close the magistrates court. He presented 
the petition last week alongside campaigners including 
Dudley’s community safety boss, Councillor Steve Waltho. 

But a minister has defended plans to axe Dudley’s crimi¬ 
nal court. 

The Government has said there are no plans for any 
redundancies and that the change is a result of falling 
numbers of criminal cases. 

MP Ian Austin questioned the implications for staff and 
asked whether the Government had taken travel time to 
other courts in Sandwell and Walsall into account. 

Justice minister Shailesh Vara said: “There are no plans 
to make any staff redundant. It is proposed that Dudley 
courthouse will accommodate civil, family and tribunal 
hearings which will require staff resources thus reducing, 
possibly eliminating the need to ask staff to travel to neigh¬ 
bouring centres. ” 

He added that ‘the average travel times included in the 
consultation paper do not include potential traffic delays.’ 

Mr Austin said: “These answers show what a shambles 
this consultation has become. Like anyone who commutes 
from Dudley, I know how bad the traffic can get in the morn¬ 
ings but the Government expects victims and witnesses to 
get to court without any delays. 

“It’s also clear that the Government has been winding 
down Dudley Magistrates for some time, which is why mag¬ 
istrates are attending court a third less often than in 2010. ” 

Sandra Vaughan, who has spent 34 years as a magistrate 
and is the longest serving justice for the Dudley and Hale¬ 
sowen bench, warned that it could result in witnesses 
having to attend court more than once. 

She said: “The Dudley Court area is the largest out of the 
four courts which are being merged into the Black Country 
Court. This means that more people would be adversely 
affected by any closure or changes to criminal work in the 
Dudley Court. 

“It is acknowledged that Wolverhampton, who appear to 
be identified as potentially the main focus for criminal 
work, is not fit for purpose and whilst Dudley may have 
some drawbacks it is a more modern building, easily acces¬ 
sible, with ample parking close by and good public trans¬ 
port. We should be looking at justice being delivered locally 
and speedily.” 

She added: “With the norm being to double and treble list 
trials it is inevitable that some will not be heard and wit¬ 
nesses will be expected to attend on more than one occasion. 

“History has shown that often they will not come back a 
second time. 

“When we look at the proposals for youths it is even more 
important that young people are dealt with locally and not 
have to travel long distances.”

How to play the game 



The set 

The best conkers are 
uncracked, firm and symmetri¬ 
cal. Make a hole through the 
middle, thread a piece of string 
about 25cm long through and 
tie. Wrap the string round your 
hand before taking the conker 
ready to strike. 


The Hit 

The person whose conker is 
getting hit lets it hang down 
from the string which is 
wrapped round their hand. 

The conker is held at the height 
their opponent chooses and is 
held perfectly still. 




Snags 

If the strings tangle, the first 
player to call ‘strings’ or 
‘snags’ gets an extra shot. If a 
player hits his or her oppo¬ 
nent’s conker in such a way 
that it completes a whole 
circle, the player gets another 

go. 


Stamps 

If a player drops his or her conker, 
or it is knocked out of his hand the 
other player can shout ‘stamps’ 
and jump on it. However, should 
the fallen conker’s owner first cry 
‘no stamps’ then it should remain 
safe from the boot. 




Winner 

The game goes on in turns 
until one or other of the two 
conkers is destroyed. A victori¬ 
ous conker assumes the score 
of all its victim’s precedent 
foes. If a sixer beats a fiver it 
becomes an elevener. 


IT’S THE ‘bonkers’ ban which brought to a head the 
national debate about health and safety ‘gone mad’. 

The decision taken by scores of schools to outlaw conkers 
from the playground - amid concerns about nut allergies as 
well as injuries in combat - sparked a public outcry. 

But with almost 200 competi¬ 
tors who last week descended on 
the World Conker Champi¬ 
onships in Northamptonshire, 
schools in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire are reviving the 
popular pastime as they host 
their own contests. 

And the goggles favoured by 
some safety first headteachers 
will be left behind as our school 
leaders prefer to simply have 
staff supervise the games. 

Tradition 

Toni Beech, acting head¬ 
teacher at Pinfold Street 
Primary School in Wednesbury, 
said: “We don’t have a conker 
policy. If some children wanted to 
bring them in to school we would 
set up a supervised area at 
lunchtime. I do think it is a 
shame that it is a dying tradi¬ 
tion.” 

Gary Gentle, headteacher at 
Bilston Church of England 
Primary School in Albany Cres¬ 
cent, Bilston, said: “We are cer¬ 
tainly not going to ban conkers 
here. The age of innocence is very 
much alive and kicking at this 
school. 

And headteacher of Norton 
Canes Primary School, Paul 
Whitacre, has confirmed the 
school is continuing its tradi¬ 
tional annual conker competition 
again in 2013. 

Conkers hit the headlines in 
2009 when then opposition 
leader David Cameron called for 
an end to what he saw as an 
overly cautious attitude to games

and pastimes which had once 
been national institutions. 

Then in 2011 a report 
revealed games like conkers and 
British bulldogs were disappear¬ 
ing from school playgrounds 
amid health and safety con¬ 
cerns. The survey by the Associ¬ 
ation of Teachers and Lecturers 
found games like tag and 
marbles were also getting 
banned, with headteachers 
blaming the reduced number of 
staff available to supervise 
pupils. 

At Devonshire Infants School 
in Smethwick, deputy head¬ 
teacher Sharon Gibson said a 
risk assessment is carried out to 
make sure games are safe for 
pupils. She added: “We have org¬ 
anised conker competitions in 
the past which are supervised.”

FOR DECADES, suicide has been a subject that people have 
been afraid to talk about. But now trained counsellor Lucy 
Shepherd is hoping to save lives by encouraging people to 
share their problems. 

Mrs Shepherd, who became a counsellor a year ago after quitting her 
job as a recruitment manager is launching a new befriending and 
support service in the Black Country in order to reduce the number of 


people taking their own lives. 

Based at Langley Park Community 
Centre in Oldbury, Suicide Response 
aims to provide face-to-face support for 
people across the West Midlands who 
have been experiencing suicidal 
thoughts. 

Mrs Shepherd says the region is one 
of the hot-spot areas for suicides, and 
in recent years the number has been 
ising. Nationally, there were 6,045 sui¬ 
cides among people aged 15 and over in 
2011, an increase of 437 compared to 
the previous year. More than a quarter 
of these deaths took place in the West 
Midlands, with 1,129 men and 398 
women in the region taking their own 
lives. 

“It has been increasing since the 
recession, a lot of people have been at 
crisis point for financial reasons, losing 
their homes,” says Mrs Shepherd, who 
has recruited 12 trained volunteers to 
help with the project. There is a great 
taboo about suicide, people tend to 
think it is about mental health, but it 
isn’t always about that. 

“A lot of people we’re working with 
are just struggling to get through the 
red tape, and we can help. Some of 
them might be having difficulty filling 
in the forms because they suffer from 
dyslexia for example.” 

As well as providing one-to-one 
meetings with clients, Suicide Resp¬ 
onse will also be holding weekly 
support group meetings at the Langley 
Centre. “We want to provide a safe 
place for those at risk to talk with

someone non-judgmental, someone 
who will listen and understand and 
help that person explore what is going 
on for them,” says Mrs Shepherd. 

“When people are discharged from 
hospital after a suicide attempt, too 
often they are often passed down the 
mental health route, or directed 
towards the Samaritans,” says Mrs 
Shepherd..” 

She said the service is free to people 
who are contemplating suicide, but 
will also be offering face-to-face 
befriending to people who are feeling 
socially isolated at £12 a session.

Race day on track to raise 
cash for new church boiler

YOUNGSTERS switched off 
their game consoles, laptops 
and phones to step back a 
generation and take part in a 
popular slot car challenge. 

Dozens of children attended St 
Peter’s Church in Netherton to 
compete in a Scalextric race day.

Rev Carter said the church will use 
the money from fundraising, church 
funds and a loan to pay for the work. 

He added: “The more we raise the 
less we have to take out on a loan - so 
we’re trying our best to raise as much 
cash as possible.” 

In 2010 the historic building in St 
Peter’s Road was hit by metal thieves. 
The riders stole a bell from the roof, 
also causing considerable damage to 
the site. 

After that an appeal to raise £10,000 
to repair the roof and replace the bell 
were launched

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British medal at last for Arctic convoy heroes 



Campaign - Mick Coyle 


NOW, at last, Mick Coyle’s widow 
can hold the medal that he cam¬ 
paigned for, officially recognising 
bravery in the treacherous Arctic 
convoys of the Second World War. 

As she clutched the Arctic Star earned by 
her late husband, Phyllis Coyle, aged 85, of 
Pensnett, said: “It’s lovely -1 just resent that 
he wasn’t alive to receive it.” 

Brave 

Former Royal Navy stoker Mick, who died 
from lung cancer, aged 85, three years ago, 
was one of the brave men who served on the 
convoys, battling biting cold, mountainous 
seas and the danger of attacks from sub¬ 
marines below and bombers above, to deliver 
supplies to the Red Army. 

In the 70 years since since he has received 
four medals from the Russians, who were 
very grateful to the British navy and mer¬ 
chant seamen. 


He carried on battling for the Arctic 
convoy veterans to get a medal from their 
own country and took his campaign to 
Downing Street, when he met then Prime 
Minister Tony Blair in 2005. 

Some time after that meeting, Mick said: 
“Mr Blair promised we would get some sort 
of recognition and he kept his promise - we 
didn’t get a medal but we did get a badge.” 

The ‘badge’ was small but Phyllis said 
Mick never took it off his coat - although he 
still campaigned for a ‘proper medal’. 

Then, last December, Phyllis was over¬ 
joyed after Prime Minister David Cameron 
announced in Parliament that the men who 
helped take vital fuel, food and munitions to 
the Eastern Front would get an Arctic 
Convoy Star. 

“He’d been trying to get if for years - he 
really fought for it,” she said. 

Mick was a stoker with the Royal Navy 
from 1942 to 1947 and sailed with four 
convoys on the perilous route to Russia.

Ambulance 
service takes 
on ill hotline 


THE AMBULANCE 
service will take over 
the running of con¬ 
troversial patient 
phone service NHS 
111 in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service (WMAS) has 
stepped in to run the opera¬ 
tion, which caters for non¬ 
emergency calls and was 
launched earlier this year. 

NHS Direct was running 
111, but announced its 
intention to quit in July, 
saying the contracts were 
too expensive. 

The ambulance service 
entered into talks to take 
over the running and has 
announced it has signed a 
deal to step in. 

Training 

It will now deliver the 111 
service in Birmingham, 
Solihull, the Black Country, 
Shropshire, Herefordshire, 
Coventry and Warwick¬ 
shire. 

The ambulance service 
has introduced a training 
programme for phone staff. 

Andy Williams, lead com¬ 
missioner for the NHS 111 
project team, said he was 
confident the ambulance 
service would deliver an 
improved service for 
patients and the public. 

He added: “We have been 
working towards this step- 
in arrangement since NHS 
Direct announced its with¬ 
drawal from the contract. 

“WMAS has already 
implemented an upgraded 
training programme for call 
handling staff, which will 
improve the clinical gover¬ 


nance process, and this will 
continue for the next few 
months. We are pleased that 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service is stepping in to 
provide this service as we 
believe it’s a natural fit and 
will strengthen the service 
as we come into the winter 
season.” 

The NHS Direct 
announcement to pull out of 
the contract came as an 
undercover investigation 
revealed ‘serious failings’ in 
the system, with staff short¬ 
ages, long waits for callers 
and unnecessary ambulance 
call-outs. 

It admitted it had encoun¬ 
tered ‘significant problems’ 
when it launched the con¬ 
tracts in the north west of 
England and West Midlands 
in March. 

The organisation said 
calls took ‘twice as long as 
expected’ and, as a result, 
NHS Direct did not have 
‘sufficient capacity’ to 
handle all them. 

Anthony Marsh, WMAS 
chief executive, said: “We 
are delighted to be able to 
provide the NHS 111 service 
going forward. 

We believe our expertise 
in running complex clinical 
call handling operations will 
allow us to bring real 
improvements. 

We have already seen how 
well the NHS 111 and 999 
service can integrate in 
other parts of the country.” 

The NHS Direct 0845 46 
47 number will be switched 
off at the end of November 
in the West Midlands. 

Callers will be advised to 
hang up and redial 111, 
which is free.

THEATRE REVIEWS 



Richard II, 

Royal Shakespeare Theatre, 
Stratford-upon-Avon 

DAVID Tennant is the star attraction as 
a self-regarding monarch but there are 
many other fine performances, particu¬ 
larly by a silver-haired cohort of RSC vet¬ 
erans, in this traditional and accessible 
version of one of Shakespeare’s lesser 
seen history plays. 

The company’s new artistic director 
Gregory Doran looks at a world where 
dignity and dynasty are destroyed by 
greed and ambition. 

Girlishly 

King Richard sets in motion his own 
decline by ordering the murder of the 
Duke of Gloucester. He never admits 
responsibility but a ‘keep your mouth 
shut’ glance at the Duke of Norfolk 
speaks volumes. Then he banishes the 
outspoken Bolingbroke and steals his 
inheritance. 

Tennant effects a effete fluting English 
accent and with girlishly long locks por¬ 
trays an arrogant and androgynous lung. 
At one point he kisses the Duke of 
Aumerle, Oliver Rix, with passion. 

There cannot be a greater contrast 
than with his eventual usurper, Nigel 
Lindsay’s gruff and manly Bolingbroke, 


the later King Henry IY clanking around 
in armour and built like a prop forward. 

In act one it seems unlikely that we 
could care less for the capricious King 
Richard but it is to the credit of the 
Broadchurch and Doctor Who actor that 
by the time he becomes Bolingbroke’s 
prisoner, the hair, the simple white gown 
and the cross around his neck creates a 
Christ-like aura about the doomed king. 
The scene where he has to hand over his 
crown but asks his enemy to take it from 
his grasp is electrifying. 

Excellent support comes from RSC old 
hands. These include Michael Penning¬ 
ton as the dying John of Gaunt, passion¬ 
ately delivering the famous ‘England’ 
speech; Oliver Ford Davis as an increas¬ 
ingly bewildered Duke of York who 
remains loyal to the crown, whoever 
wears it; and Jane Lapotaire as the grief- 
stricken Duchess of Gloucester. 

A set consisting of minimalist metal 
gantry and giant trap door puts the 
emphasis on the actors and the produc¬ 
tion is enhanced by beautiful choral 
music and regal blasts of brass. 

The play has near sold out at Stratford 
and transfers to London’s Barbican in 
December, but it will also be seen live on 
cinema screens nationwide on November 
13. Leon Burakowski

From here to obscurity for new show 


From Here To Eternity, 
Shaftesbury Theatre, London 

THOSE looking for a musical to see on 
a trip to London’s West End have a new 
option in this 1940s wartime epic 
that’s just opened at the Shaftesbury. 
But don’t take the kids or granny 
unless they don’t mind hearing a 
barrage of F-words. 

Those attracted by the name Tim 
Rice, this is the lyricist’s first new work 
in over a decade, best be warned - The 
Lion King it isn’t. 

It is a grim and hard-hitting story of 
illicit lust and tarnished love, resent¬ 
ment and violence on an army base 
near Pearl Harbour in Hawaii before 
the Imperial Japanese Navy strike. 

It is set in barracks, parade grounds 


and in boxing rings, brothels and a gay 
bar (the latter populated by stereo¬ 
types). Ill-fated soldiers get stabbed, 
beaten to a pulp, bottoms are bared 
and the stage is urinated upon, there is 
racist and homophobic language. 

Paradise 

The drab set makes little use of the 
paradise island setting. The only lei 
these characters are interested is not a 
floral garland. But in this maelstrom of 
a musical, based on the 1950s novel 
that yielded the Oscar-winning movie 
with Burt Lancaster and Frank 
Sinatra, are some good songs by Stuart 
Brayson and superb performances. 

Tall, dark and handsome Darius 
Campbell (a Popstar when surnamed 
Danesh) has a faultless US accent and 


a superb crooning voice as the sergeant 
who has an affair with the com¬ 
mander’s wife, an assured perform¬ 
ance by Rebecca Thornhill. Robert 
Lonsdale makes misfit Private Prewitt 
an interesting character, strumming 
his pre-Elvis rock ‘n’ roll ballad to his 
prostitute girlfriend played by fine 
singer Siubhan Harrison. 

The star turn is Ryan Sampson, from 
TV’s Plebs, as profane but plucky 
Italian-American Private Maggio, who 
connects with the audience as soon as 
he appears strumming a ukulele. 

Grim musicals can be hits, look at 
Les Mis, but I suspect this show will go 
from here to obscurity. This musical is 
a curiosity for dedicated show fans and 
Darius admirers. LB

Chris Wood, 
Newhampton Arts 
Centre, Wolverhampton 

THERE is something emi¬ 
nently likeable about Chris 
Wood. Although one of the 
mature musicians on the 
folk circuit, he manages to 
retain an endearing boyish 
and playful charm. 

This is how the award¬ 
winning musician got away 
with managing to disap¬ 
pear, leaving his audience 
in limbo, while he went in 
search of his cap in the 
dressing room. He had 
already set the tone of not 
taking himself seriously 
with a dull anecdote about 
guitar picks which 
managed to raise a laugh. 

He opened properly with 
a bluesy number, a song he 
had learned from Martin 
Carthy, Oh My Hat is 
Frozen to My Head. He 
moved on to The Cottagers 
Reply which, like most of 
Wood’s songs, has a gentle 
rolling sound enhancing 
the clever and poignant 
lyrics he is famous for. 

The Sweetness Game 
brought in a country feel 
before the title track of his 
latest album None the 
Wiser, a snapshot of reces¬ 
sion Britain. Wood’s 
smooth voice and gently 
bouncing acoustic rhythms 
draw you in .He pulls out 
his version of Jerusalem. 
While the words are the 
same as the great British 
hymn he has rewritten the 
music and it never seems to 
sit easy as a combination.

Pick of the Week 


Order is in short supply on 
the streets of Whitechapel 


B lood, gore, violence and 
shattered personal lives - 
they’re all just in a day’s work for 
the coppers working on Ripper Street. 

Despite being set in 1890, this 
drama, which returns for its second 
series this week, bears all the 
hallmarks of 21st century television 
thanks to its near-the-knuckle 
depictions of crimes, brutal plots and 
fast-paced approach to storytelling. 

And although those factors are 
enough to make any programme 
compelling, Ripper Street also has a 
superb cast, led by Matthew 
Macfadyen and Adam Rothenberg. 

All three return here to play their 
heroic if somewhat flawed characters 
who are trying to keep Whitechapel’s 
streets clean - which, it seems, is an 
impossible job. 

Life has changed for the three main 
characters since we last saw them; 
Drake (Flynn) has a new wife who 
seems to be smoothing down his 
rough edges, Jackson (Rothenberg) is 
beginning to wonder if Whitechapel is 
really the place to put down roots, 
while Reid (Macfadyen) has 
undergone the biggest change of all. 


“He’s no longer with his wife, who 
has left home, and the audience 
discovers why during the first episode,” 
explains the former Spooks star. ‘They 
had a very traumatic end to the first 
series and he’d given her false hope 
that he’d found their missing daughter. 
It turned out it wasn’t her and so that 
was pretty hard for them both and their 
marriage dissolved. 

‘Anyway, he’s on his own and his 
house is a mess. He sleeps at the 
office in Leman Street most nights 
and he’s in quite a lonely and dark 
place but as always he throws himself 
into his work and that’s his constant 
salvation.” 

In the first episode, a policeman has 
been thrown out of a window onto the 
iron railings below, and Reid is keen to 
find out whodunit as soon as possible 
- after all, if the police are proven to 
be fallible, criminals everywhere could 
run amok. 

The dead officer was stationed in 
neighbouring K-Division, led by the 
amoral Jedediah Shine, and Reid’s 
investigation sees him locking horns 
not only with his formidable colleague, 
but also with members of the 
emergent Chinatown community who 


appear to know more than they’re 
letting on. 

“It’s always thrilling to learn about 
the new casting and people who are 
coming in,” says Macfadyen. “We’ve 
got Joseph Mawle who comes in and 
plays Jedediah Shine and he’s a 
terrific actor.” 

Mawle’s previous credits include 
Birdsong, Game of Thrones and Red 
Riding, but he’s rarely played 
somebody as villainous as Shine. 

“Shine runs the Limehouse division 
and Reid runs the Whitechapel 
division,” Macfadyen reveals. “I think 
as far as Reid knows he is a good 
policeman. 

“Initially, they work together and 
then doubts start to grow about Shine 
and what kind of man he is...” 

But really, at the heart of the drama 
is the bromance between the three 
central characters. 

“It’s a lovely dynamic because it is 
two and one - three is always two and 
one, it’s a constantly shifting thing. Two 
are fighting and one is breaking up the 
fight. It’s great and they are lovely 
actors so it just gets better and better.”

However, with the Portuguese police proving 
reluctant to arrest Burnell, and Sawicki proving 
elusive, the respective manhunts prove tricky.

Mitsubishi workhorse must live up to proud name

MITSUBISHI’S L200 is a famous 
name in UK pick-up circles but can 
the latest version of this workhorse 
cut it alongside its talented rivals? 

The pick-up was mopping up over 45 per cent 
of total sales in its 2003 heyday. Today’s curvier 
version must face far stiffer competition from 
rival products, hence its Japanese marque’s 
continual attempts to improve it. The latest 
models move the game on again, Mitsubishi 
offering a high specification and a generous 
helping of flash for the cash. 

The L200 does the lifestyle pick-up thing 
better than any other model. 

Adventurous 

It offers more adventurous styling and high 
spec versions called Warrior and Barbarian 
with lots of equipment. The underlying vehicle 
is more of a mixed bag. Build quality and road 
manners could be better but the L200 is 
manoeuvrable, tough and looks like good value 
for money. 

It would be no exaggeration to say that Mit¬ 
subishi had much to do with the pick-up’s mete¬ 
oric rise to prominence on these shores. Sales in 
a sector dominated by the L200 grew by 347 per 
cent in the six years leading up to the end of 
2004. That pace of growth subsequently tailed 
off but not before it caught the attention on 
other manufacturers, encouraging them to 
take the pick-up market more seriously. Mit¬

subishi’s innovation was focusing on the pick¬ 
up truck as a leisure vehicle as well as a 
working one. The tax advantages accrued by 
people using one for family duties and as a 
company car proved attractive and Mit¬ 
subishi’s chrome tinged L200 double cabs had 
the practicality and the attitude for this varied 
role. 

Whichever L200 model you choose, and there 
are quite a few of them, there’s a 2.5-litre 
common-rail injection diesel engine up front 
doing the hard work. In standard form, this 
engine turns in a healthy 134bhp and torque of 




314Nm at 2,000rpm but a high power option is 
also available that tickles the output up to a 
macho 175bhp with 400Nm at 2,000rpm in 
manual form. This latter unit is capable of 
hitting 62mph from standstill in 12.1seconds 
before rumbling on to a lllmph top speed. 

The less powerful L200s take 15 seconds to 
reach 62mph and will eventually attain 
103mph. The five-speed manual gearbox comes 
as standard but a five-speed automatic is also 
offered that features a Sport mode with more 
aggressive shift mapping. 

Pick-up ride quality always leaves something 


The L200’s galvanised load area 

to be desired compared to 4x4 passenger cars 
but the L200 doesn’t do too badly. It’s not the 
best UK-market pick-up to drive but it is one of 
the most manoeuvrable. 

Some pick-ups have entry-level front-wheel- 
drive versions but not the L200. Whether it’s 
the Easy Select 4WD system on the entry-level 
models or the Super Select 4WD set-up on the 
range-topping versions, all have all-wheel- 
drive. Easy Select models should be run in 2WD 
mode in normal conditions with a locked 4WD 
mode selectable on low friction surfaces. 

The Super Select is an advanced full time 4x4 


set-up similar to that found in Mitsubishi’s 
Shogun.There are three basic bodystyles to 
mull over. The single cab is reserved very much 
for businesses that need a proper old school 
working pick-up. Its traditional two seats and 
extensive 2,220mm load length mean it priori¬ 
tises cargo over cabin. 

The second option is the Club cab. This is for 
single cab customers who might occasionally 
need to transport more than one passenger. It 
offers a 1,805mm load length with additional 
capacity behind the cabin’s front seats for 
secure storage or to seat a couple of small ones. 

Most L200 customers opt for a double cab 
body, a variant offered in any trim level you 
like. This is a four-door five-seater model. 

The L200 trim level range reflects its goal of 
catering for business and private buyers. You 
have 4Work models at the base of the range 
equipped only with the basics. That means CD 
stereo, steel wheels, and the basic Easy Select 
4x4 system. 4Life is a little plusher with air- 
conditioning, electric windows and keyless 
entry. Beyond that, we reach the high series 
L200s, double cab versions dubbed Warrior and 
Barbarian. These are the bigger sellers and the 
models that cross over between business and 
pleasure usage. 

All of the high series L200 models feature the 
M-ASTC traction and stability control system 
as standard which is a really useful addition. 
The Warrior also features 17” alloy wheels, 
body-coloured wheel-arches, cruise control and 
climate control. The Barbarian is actually 
rather civilised, adding a colour screen satellite 
navigation system, a reversing camera, full 
leather trim and numerous styling accessories.
